PLANNING TO RENTT 

If you are planning to move into a rented 
apartment or dwelling, the Department of 
Consumer Affairs urges you to take a few 
precautions before signing a rental agree¬ 
ment. By investigating first, you may be able 
to prevent later misunderstandings. 

Before you sign an agreement, find out 
what repairs you will be responsible for, and 
those to be paid by the landlord. 

Read the agreement carefully, and be sure 
the responsibilities are stated clearly. Deter¬ 
mine what will happen if you move before 
the agreement terminates and how much 
notice you must give before leaving. 

Make sure you obtain a copy of the agree¬ 
ment, as well as any other regulations the 
landlord expeas you to follow. 

It might be wise to find out the owner s 
name, address and phone number. 

Before you move into an apartment go 
through it thoroughly and make a list of any 
and all damage. Prepare the list in duplicate, 
date it and have the landlord sign both 
copies. Keep one copy for your records. 

While living in an apartment remember 
you are usually responsible for damage be¬ 
yond normal wear-and-tear. Needed repairs 
should be made as soon as possible. 

When you move, ask the landlord to go 
through the apartment in your presence to 
determine the damage, etc., he is going to 
charge against your refundable deposit. 

Under California law, regardless of 
whether the deposit was called a cleaning, 
damage, or rental deposit, a landlord iray 
use it to pay back rent, clean the premises, 
nr repair damages, but he must give back to 
you, within two weeks after you move out, 
any part of the deposit not used for these 
purposes. Non-refundable- deposits or fees 
are not covered by this law as the landlord 
imposes these flat charges whether or not 
you meet your rental obligations.

Bulk Meal and Food Plans 
May Not Be a "Bargain" 

The Department of Consumer Affairs and 
the Department of Food and Agriculture 
warn consumers to beware of bulk meat sales 
and food plans. 

Just because you are buying a large 
quantity you may not be "getting a bar¬ 
gain.” Prices are often higher than you 
would pay in a retail market and the quality 
may be lower. 

The departments urge consumers to follow 
these tips before purchasing bulk meat or 
food or signing a food plan contract. 

1. Ask about the quality of the products 
you will be purchasing. Make sure the 
products you buy are not substituted with 
inferior items. 

2. Ask for an itemized list of specific cuts 
or amounts of each product purchased. Often 
in bulk meat sales consumers think they will 
receive many steaks but end up with just a 
few steaks and a large amount of ground 
beef. You aren’t getting a "bargain” by 
purchasing food and meat neither you nor 
your family likes to eat. 


3. Compare costs with retail prices. Check 
and consider the cost of freezers, locker stor¬ 
age, cutting and packaging. 

4. Read and study any labels, advertising, 
and contraas. Resist high pressure sales 
methods and "bargains” that are "your last 
chance.”

DRUNKEN DRIVERS GET PROBATION 

If used to be that if a motorist was con¬ 
victed of drunken driving he or she paid a 
fine, if the person had the money, or went 
to jail. 

After that the individual often was back 
behind the wheel of a car, sometimes in a 
bleary-eyed,condition, as soon as he or she 
could find the car keys. 

Nowadays many convicted drunken drivers 
have to go through a period of probation in 
which the County Adult Probation Depart¬ 
ment attempts to change the individual's way 
of behaving. 

More than 1,200 drivers have been granted 
probation by judges in the six months from 
January to July 1 compared with approxi¬ 
mately 200 in that period of 1973, according 
to Gerald M. Gruwell, supervising proba¬ 
tion officer. 

The program became mandatory January 
1 for all drunken driving "repeaters” and 
it can be required for first offenders if the 
judge feels it would be beneficial. 

The court refer the drivers to the depart¬ 
ment’s investigative section. A study is made 
of the person’s background, and if granted 
probation under the auspices of the Adult 
Probation Department, then he or she is 


placed in a program which the probation 
officers feel will be suitable to the particular 
needs of the individual, Gruwell explained. 

The program makes use of the services of 
a number of agencies. These include the 
Applied Principle of Alcoholic Recovery, a 
privately funded agency with long expe¬ 
rience in the rehabilitation of alcoholics; 
Metropolitan Adult Education classes and 
the County Health Department’s alcoholic 
treatment centers. 

According to Brad Treadwell, supervisor 
of the adult probation alcoholic unit, there 
are two principal approaches used with the 
alcoholic. 

These are alcohol awareness programs and 
alcoholic treatment programs. An awareness 
program is chiefly educational and it stresses 
facts and information on the effects and con¬ 
sequences of over drinking. It often includes 
films and other graphic material showing the 
results of drinking and driving. 

The treatment programs, usually con¬ 
ducted by the County alcoholic centers, in¬ 
clude counselling and even hospitalization 
for severe cases, possibly placement in "half¬ 
way” houses.
